Lansing 
that no more passenger ships will be 
sunk without warning. 


After a conference at the state de- 
partment Ambassador

BernstoHf 
seat Secretary Lansing this letter: 


"My Dear ^Ir. 
Secretary: 
AVltJi 
reference to our conversation of this 
morning I beg to inform you that 
my instructions concerning our aji- 
swpr to your Lusitania note contains 
the follov,ing passage: 


" 'Liners will Jiot be sunk b}' our 
submarines 
without 
Avarning 
and 
without safety of the lives of non- 
combatants provided that the liners 
do not try to csea.pc or ofTer resis- 
tance.' 


"Although I do not "vvi.sh to dis- 
cuss the Lusitania question till the 
Arabic incident has been definitely 
and satisfactorilv settled, I desire to 
inform you of the above because this 
policy of 
my government 
was d'j- 
rided on before the Arabic incident 
occurred. 


"I have no objection to your niidc- 
ing any use you may please of the 
above information. 


"I remain, my Dear Lansing, 
"Very sincerely v voiu s, 


.1. BERNSTORFF.^' 
In connection with the letter, Sec- 
retary Lansing made the following state- 
ment: "In view of the clearness of the 
foregoing statement it seems needless 
to make any comment in regard to it, 
other than to say that it appears to be 
a recognition of the fundanient^il prin- 
ciple for which we have contended."

as it was received at the state depart 
ment. 
No formal comment was made 
at the white house but on every hand

More than 1,000,000 Russians have 
been taken prisoners by the Ger- 
mans since the campaign in Galicia 
began on May 2, German army hßad- 
quarters announced today. 
Captures 
of Russians during

2,000 
officers and 
269,839 men, while 2,300 cannon and 
560 machine guns were taken.

Healis, Dr. Möhrs chauffeur, was held 
by the Barrington police who are not 
satisfied with his declaration that he 
saw no other automobile at the time 
Dr. Möhr and Äliss Burger were shot. 


Miss Burger today told her 
story 
She said she and Dr.' Möhr were on the 
way to Newport and that their auto 
mobile stopped in Barrington because 
of engine trouble. 
While the chauffeur 
was repairing the engine she and Dr. 
Möhr remained in the automobile. She 
said she saw another car approaching 
from the rear and as it came alongside 
several shots were fired at Dr. Möhr 
and herself. 
Both were wounded in 
the head and shoulders. 
Miss Burger 
could give no explanation for the as- 
sault. 
Dr. Möhr was a native of Ex- 
change, Pa., a graduate of Johns Hop- 
kins university and was 42 years old.

Berlin, Sept. 1.—Tho National

The article begins by saying that 
discussions of the Arabic allair have 
been in a quieter tone since Count Bem- 
storff, tiie ambassador at Washington, 
presented his rccjuest to the Americaii 
govci-nment to delay action until Ger- 
many had had the opportunity of pre- 
senting its side of the case, 
f'veu the 
anti-German nev.-spapers admitted tlu- 
jiistice of this request and now remains 
no obstacle to friendly negotiations. The 
persona hty 
of President 
Wilson has 
been illuminated more 
strongly 
than 
ever before, the National Zeitimg says, 
during the cxcitinji days through Avhicli 
America has just passed; The president 
will appear to many in a new light. 
Never was his position more difficult 
than during, the Arabic crisis, -'when 
MI,'. Bryan was calling on Americans for 
peace iit any price and Col. Roosevelt 
was summoning them to war against 
Germany."

Since 
Canada has' flung itself so enthusiastic- 
ally into the-European 
Avar the posjr 
tion of those American. Immigrants must 
he embarrassing. 
They rrioved across 
the border, jjot from any preference for 
the political insiitution or 
ideas of 
Canada, 
hut 
simply 
becausc 
they 
thought tliey saw a better chance to 
make inonpy. 
While their 
Canadian 
neighbors are volunteering "for king 
and country" 
these expatriates must 
feel cufiousjy detached and out of it— 
or may Avell wish they were. 


In the year ending March, 1914, gome 
107,530 Americans emigrated to Can- 
ada. The war and Canada's participa- 
tion has wrought a remarkable change. 
In the year ending March, 1915, the 
American emigration to the dDiniliion 
had shrunk to 59,770, although the first 
four niontJis Avere before the declara- 
tion of war and included the period''of 
heaviest emigration. 


Aniericans safe at home are thinking 
twice before pulling up 
stakes and 
crossing the lijie to }ive under a govern- 
ment so closely involved in the quar- 
rels of Europe. Those western fanners 
Avho have been thinking of emigrating 
are haviiig a demonstration of the privi- 
lege of living in peaceful America, free 
from entangling alliances. 


Benionstrances now being filed against holders of liquor licenses 
in Foi-t Wayne who are alleged to persistently overstep the law and 
to conduct their places in a flagrantly objectionable manner will 
bring the issue squarely to a point where it can be threshed out in 
court on its merits.

"The (ierman gas at one atmosphert 
of pressure is two and a half times aji 
heavy as air. 
In escaping into the air 
it very quickly becomes mixed with a 
large quantity of air, BO that by the 
time it reaches our trenches it is, as 
a rule, less than I per cent, heavier 
than the surrounding air; that is, it Is 
extremely light as compared with thl 
air, but it is quite strong 
enough to 
prove fatal. 
In most cases we find the 
air that has only one-thousandth part 
of clilorine is the one that has done the 
most harm. 


"It occurred to me some jnonths ago 
that if a fire could be produced between 
the gas and our trenches, the rapid up- 
ward* movement of the air would take 
the chlorine along with it, and this is 
quite true. 
The bombs that I made 
were to be thrown by hand, but it was 
found that, in order to be thrown any 
distance, they had to be made quite 
small, and, moreover, they could not 
bo thrown as far as the offlcers wished 
to throw them. 
I delivered 100 to the 
government for experimental purposes. 
A fev/ of these have been teeted, and 
it Was tound that the fire should be 
greater and further away, so F havo 
designed a very much simpler and larg- 
er form. 
The firm in London who pro- 
poses to make them has designed a ma- 
chine for throwing them with great ac- 
curacy a distance of 300 yards, whieh 
will be quite enough. 
By this means a 
lire of any size may be produced and il 
the fire is large enough the gases must 
be dissipated; it cannot be otherwise. 


"The first bombs I designed involved 
thfl use of petrol, but it was thought 
that the consumption would be so large 
that there might be a shortage. 
I have 
therefore been experimenting, and am 
now in poBseesion of a liquid that does 
just as well and only co§tg 
half 
as 
mnoh, while the supply of it is unlim- 
ited."

During her morning address Dr. Geisel 
told of an investigation that had re- 
centlj- been made among the students 
of \'alc and Amherst r:ollegos. 
It was 
found that the boys who did n(jl use 
tobacco in any 
form weighevi 21 per 
cent more than those who did, they 
were 27 per -eat taller, they had 42 per 
cent greater chest capacity and V4 jicr 
cent more lung capacity. Reference was 
made by the speaker to what she termed 
a "second-hand smoke" and the injury 
that results from inhaling the smoke 
from the cigar, pipe or cigarette of a 
smoker. 


Would Use Soap. 


Dr. Geisel said that if she had her way 
she would have every schoolroom in the 
country scrubbed every day with soap 
and suds, declaring' that yellow soap 
will kill more germs than anything else. 
She also said that direct sunshine will 
kill almost every known germ, including 
tuberculosis 
germs, 
in 
ten 
minutes' 
time. 
If all 
schools 
Avere open 
air 
schools she Avould be mighty glad, she 
continued, but she would not have open 
air rooms for tubcrcular pupils in the 
same building with 
those

healthy and well. The pupils are certain 
to mingle and in this manner spread the 
disease.

was brilliantly presented, the climax be- 
ing reached with' advance d a t a from Dr. 
Henry Otis Dwight's forthcoming book 
on the story of the American Bible so- 
ciety for 100 years.

In the early New England days, David 
Brainerd resolved to carry t h e gospel to 
a savage tribe of Indians away in the

J u s t 
then

rattlesnake 
slowly 
pushed 
his 
ugly head under the t e n t and crawling 
over 
Brainerd's 
feet and 
legs, 
reared 
itself 
parallel 
to 
the 
kneeling 
man's 
back as if to strike his fangs in 
his 
«eck. 
Suddenly it drew back as if God 
forbade 
the 
murderous 
a t t e m p t 
and 
glided out 
at the ojiposite side from 
which 
it 
entered. 
Tlie Indians 
were 
amazed 
and, 
slowly 
retreating, 
they 
joined 
their 
comrades 
and 
described 
Avhat they had witnessed. 
Brainerd wa.s 
so absorbed in ju'ayer t h a t 
he 
knew 
nothing of t h e snake visit, or of t h e 
savage warriors who had come to de- 
stroy him. 
He seemed to hear 
God 
say, "My presence shall go with thee." 
At length he took his^ Bible and w e n t 
toward the village. 
To his surprise it 
seemed as if the whole tribe came out 
to greet him. 
They treated him with 
the greatest respect, regarding him as 
under the protection 6f the great spirit, 
and 
concluded 
that 
instead 
of 
being 
hostile to this man whom God had de- 
fended from the poison of the rattle- 
snake they ought ta^sue for peace. The'y

as when they are walking.

windows 
should be raised from the bottom and 
lowered from the top.

I t is easily possible for any cut or 
abrasion of the skin to become infect- 
ed with possible serious results.

or a scratch, 
but there are certain precautions which 
should be taken with even the slight- 
est wounds. 


Disease germs m a y gain an entrance 
to 
the human 
system 
through 
some 
slight puncture, 
cut 
or abrasion 
and 
set up infection. 
As germs are found 
everywhere 
and are ajit to be on 
al- 
most everything we touch it is obvious 
t h a t 
some protection should be 
given 
an open wound. 


- T h e 
wound 
should 
first 
be 
cleaned, 
preferably 
with 
Avater t h a t 
has 
been 
boiled. 
Then 
an antiseptic should 
be 
applied. 
A 2 per cent, solution of car- 
bolic acid or tincture of iodine applied 
around the edge and directly in the cut 
will safely disinfect small woimds. The 
wound should then be covered with a 
piece of sterile gauze or linen. 


Especial care should be taken to see 
t h a t the air is kept entirely away from 
the wound for many of the most dan- 
gerous 
cases 
of 
infection 
arise 
when 
wounds are sealed up so t h a t air doe^ 
not reach them.

One-fourth of the en- 
tire membership of the church Avent. out 
as volunteers. 
At that time, from Illi- 
nois, one out of CA^ery seven of the en- 
tire population Avent to the front: from 
Kansas, one out of every six—not of 
the church membership, but of the en- 
tire population; from Louisiana, 
one 
out of eA'ery five; ftom Georgia, one out 
of every four; and North and South 
Carolina sent 28,000 more 
volunteers 
than they had voters at the time. This 
is the kind of sacrifice of its very life 
that this nation Avas ready to make, 
when they were desperately in earnest.

A dairy cow Is a ma- 
chine for converting food into dairy 
products, and the best economy and 
surest profit consists in employing the 
best machines obtainable. 
Remarka-

The price of dairy products has ad- 
vanced, but not in proportion to the 
advance in the prices of grain and 
land, and under the present conditions 
it is the height of folly to milk cows 
that do not pay expenses. 
It is, there- 
fore, a matter of great concern to the 
dairyman to know what his cows are 
doing. 


This is the day of thinkers, and It is 
to the dairyman's advantage to belong 
to this class. 
The proposition 
con- 
fronting the dairyman today is not 
primarily a matter of location, soil, 
or climate; 
it is he, himself, 
that 
stands in the way of his own progress. 
Few people realize what intelligence, 
care and study, what patience, obser- 
vation and experience are needed to

"Where an orchard occupies a site 
that is adjacent to a large body of wa- 
ter, the 
importance 
of a 
relatively 
high elevation largely disappears. 
To 
be a factor in the matter, however, a 
body of water must be of sufficient 
size and depth to havt an apprecia- 
ble influence on the local climate. Be- 
cause the water warms 
up 
in 
the 
spring more slowly than 
the 
atmos- 
phere, It acts in effect as a refrigera- 
tor, making the temperature 
in its 
immediate vicinity colder than it is at 
points somewhat distant from it. 
For 
this reason, vegetation within the zone 
of this influence advances more slowly 
in the spring than it does outside of 
that zone. 
The tendency is for the 
blossoming of peach 
trees 
situated 
within the zone to be delayed until 
after the season of spring frosts is 
past. 


In the fall frosts are delayed in a 
similar manner, except that the large 
body of water, having absorbed much 
heat during the summer, cools off in 
the fall more slowly than the atmos- 
phere, and hence it tends to keep the 
temperature within its zone of influ- 
ence warmer than it would otherwise 
be. 


It is because of these reasons that 
peaches are grown with marked suc- 
cess and Injury to the crops by ad- 
verse temperature condltioi\s is com- 
paratively infrequent in the portions 
of New York and the province of On- 
tario 
that 
border 
Lake 
Ontario; 
in Ohio, along Lake Erie; in south- 
western 
Michigan, 
on 
Lake 
Michi- 
gan, and in some other districts which 
are adjacent to large bodies of water. 
As a rule, the zone of influence of bod- 
ies of water, such as those named, is 
rather narrow, usually not extending 
back from the shore more than a few 
miles. 


The slope or exposure of a site is 
the point of the compass toward which 
thf land 
inclines. 
A question 
very 
conimonly asked is, "What slope is 
best?" It is one that admits of no di- 
rect answer. 
No one slope is prefera- 
ble under all conditions and in all re- 
gions. 
In fact, the influence which a 
particular exposure may have in the 
success of 
an 
orchard 
is 
probably 
much over emphasized in the popular 
mind. 


As a rule, it is doubtless safe to as- 
sume that a site having a moderate 
slope in some direction is to be pre- 
fei-red 
for 
orchard purposes, 
other 
things being equal, to one that Is level. 
One having a slope will usually have 
better soil and atmosphere 
drainage 
than a level area. 


PREVENTING INJURY TO TREES FROM WIRE 


The Constantly Increasing Use of Electricity for Yarions Purposes Makes Necessary a More Exteiuire Um of ' 
Wires Which Have Become a Great Menace to Shade Tree«.

.\I)\^<:RTISE YOUR CROPS. 


In every small city in the land there 
is a .splendid market for every kind of 
fruit and vegetable that is produced in 
its vicinity, and many of these mar- 
kets are continually In want of large 
quantities of produce which could be 
supplied by the 
immediate 
vicinity. 
But these wants are frequently but 
poorly supplied at .jest, and then usu- 
ally by produce shipped in from the 
outside. This opportunity is continu- 
ally facing every producer, and the 
key to the situation is advertising. 


The Increase in electric railroads, 
electric lighting 
systems 
and 
tele- 
phone lines, whose wires are usually 
located near the tree belts of our cit- 
ies and towns, 
has made 
necessary 
a lamentable amount of 
disfiguring 
pruning. 
The appearance of streets 
is hardly improved by the great num- 
ber of poles and wires,, and the legal 
restrictions as to the height, distance 
.apart, etc., of the wires of the tele- 
phone, telegraph, trolley and electric 
light companies make the problem of 
maintaining shade trees on the same 
street 
with 
public-service 
corpora- 
tions a serious one. 
Of all the trou- 
bles with which tree wardens 
have 
to contend the wire problem is .often 
regarded as the worst. 
Notwithstand- 
ing the strict laws which some states 
have adopted in regard to 
injuring 
shade trees, the agents of some pub- 
llc-servlce corporations often have lit- 
tle regard for trees or the laws re- 
specting them. 
Where 40-foot poles 
must carry the wires of three or four 
public-service corporations there can 
be little or no opportunity to preserve 
the natural symmetry of shade trees, 
especially when low branching maples 
and other trees are planted on the 
same side of the street with the wires. 
There Is less interference from limbs 
with 
low 
than 
with 
high-tensior\, 
wires. 
Trees 
like the elm, 
whose 
branches form acute angles, offer less 
obstruction to wires than maples; 
but 
not all streets, of course, are planted 
with elms, which may be as well, con- 
sidering their susceptibility to various 
pests and unfavorable climatic 
con- 
ditions. 


The best solution of the wire prob- 
lem lies in burying the wires. 
This 
has been done to quite an extent in 
large cities, especially In the business 
sections, the 
telephone 
corporations 
having adopted this system to a much 
grpater extent than the electric light 
companies. 
It is an expensive system, 
however, and those who so strenu- 
ously advocate its adoption do not al- 
ways consider that In the end It is the 
patrons who have to pay for i t 


Another method of preventing wire 
injuries Is the erection of high poles 
to bring the wires over the trees. This 
Is sometimes done, especially where 
the trees are young or of a 
species 
that natuarlly grows low, when a very 
high pole would be suflicient tS clear 
them for many years. 
The cable sys- 
tem may be used for telephone wires, 
and much injury to trees prevented. 
Large cables are rather expensive to 
install, but what is termed the "ring 
construction" system may be used to 
advantage in many Instances, partic- 
ularly In the suburbs. 
In this way It 
is possible to run a line through ave- 
nues of fine trees in the country dis- 
tricts without necessitating pruning or 
disfiguration. 


Rights of way for poles on private 
property back of residences are some- 
times secured, and by this means the 
poles and wires may be removed from 
the streets, much to the advantage of

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the trees. 
But such rights are often 
difficult to secure, and are not always 
satisfactory either to the public-serv- 
ice corporations or to the owners of 
the property. 
The former naturally 
do not care for these rights of way 
unless they are legal and permanent, 
and the o\*'ners in granting 
perma- 
nent rights run a risk of lowering the 
value of the property. 
Most of the 
very high-tension transmission 
serv- 
ices, however, are at present on pri- 
vate property and 
seldom 
interfere 
with trees. 
High tension lines are af- 
fected seriously merely by close prox- 
imity to trees. 


On general principles it Is not wise 
to allow wires to be attached to trees, 
although this is often done. 
Trolley 
and electric light wires are frequently 
guyed to trees, but they are a source 
of danger, since injury is likely to oc- 
cur from the crossing of the wires, 
and lightning discharges occasionally 
pass from the wires to the trees, caus. 
Ing damage. 
It is, however, often bet- 
ter to allow this than to endure the 
erection of ugly poles; 
but 
proper 
Insulation of the wires should be in- 
sisted on, although 
ordinarj' 
insula- 
tors have little effect on lightning dis- 
charges. 
The lagbolt system in com- 
mon use for guying wires to trees is 
not the best method, for sooner or 
later the wire and bolt become im- 
bedded in the tree and cause injurj-. 
Moreover, a direct metal 
connection 
with a tree Is objectionable, as it has 
in more than one instance proved. The 
block system 
is better, although 
it 
may not in all cases be free from ob- 
jections. 
In no case should a wire be 
allowed to pass tightly around a tree, 
as it will girdle it in time. 
When live 
wires come Into contact with limbs, 
some type of insulator should be em- 
ployed, of which there 
are 
various, 
types, some being quite effective in 
preventing 
injury 
from 
low-voltage 
lines.

Wires often accidentally come into 
contact with trees by the displacement 
of poles, particularly on curves,where 
the strain is very great, but much of 
this injury may be prevented by Im- 
bedding the poles in Portland cement 
It should be pointed out that the ne- 
cessity for guying poles to trees may 
be obviated in this way. 


Better methods of 
handling 
this 
vexatious question of wires and shade 
trees should be forthcoming in the 
future, and even at present there must 
be a compromise 
between 
the 
tree 
warden or city forester and the com- 
panies as to the best method of wir- 
ing through tree belts and the amount 
of pruning 
allowed. 
Conditions 
at 
present favor the corporations, as they 
are furnishing valuable and necessary 
facilities for 
business, 
etc., 
and 
in 
towns they obtain their franchises and 
location of poles from the selectmen 
with little difficulty. 
The selectmen 
notify the abutters of any 
contem- 
plated Installations of poles and wires 
or of changes to occur in the systems, 
and the abutters are given a hearing. 
However, 
they 
usually wake up 
to 
their duty only after the installation of 
the lines, when the tree warden must 
assume all responsibility for Injury to 
the trees. 
He has to choose between 
two courses—prevent the pruning or 
permit it. 
In either case the compan- 
ies can erect the poles and install the 
wires, allowing the wires to burn their 
way through the trees, although this, 
of course, often causes trouble to the 
corporation as well as to the consum- 
er. 
In case of injury to trees the war- 
den has access to the courts, but most 
companies are willing to put up with 
a few moderate fines for the sake of 
the right of way through a tree belt 


EASY METHODS OF DESTROYING ANTS 


Uy PROF. WASHBURX. 


The common little red ant. which 
makes tiny hills rn our walks and i.n 
the grass, can l)e «Ifstroyed ny pouring 
a little fiii-'-.o ine in pach hole. Half a 
teacupful to a teat vipful will suflice for 
from thrc'^ to six holes. 
Do not be 
afraid to use plenty of gasoline, 
in 
order to reach the queen or queens 
which Iny the egg.s. 
This liquid, how- 
ever, will kill grass or plants where it 
comes in direct contact with them. 


The large mounds out of door.s, each 
of which is occupied by hundreds of 
ants, ran be easily treated with bi- 
sulphide of carbon. 
Make eight or 
ten holes with a cane or croquet stick 
about 
ei,!;ht 
inches 
deep, 
in 
each 
mound. 
Into each hole pour a good 
table-spoonful of bisulphide of carbon, 
closing each hole with earth, and then 
throw a coupie of wet burlap sacks 
over the hill, leaving them over night. 
One might have to do this twice pos- 
sibly; 
or, in other words, until the 
queen or queens are killed. 


While ants, when seen climbing up 
apple trees, or shrubbery and plants, 
generally, do not directly injure the 
plants, since they are for the most part 
after the lice v/hich give up to them 
in response to their caresses, 
some 
honey dew. of vvMiich ants are very 
fond, nevertheless the black ant some- 
times girdles and kills shrubs like the 
lilac and snowball. 
When ants are 
found at this work, we first have re- 
course to strong tobacco water to see 


whether we con drive them away. 
If 
they still persist in eating the bark, 
we advise uncovering the crown and 
larger roots, mixing up arsenate of 
lead with a little water, and applying 
it as thick whitewash to these parts. 
Arsenate of lead is a poison, which, 
however, applied in that way, would 
not injure the bush. 


Where ants come from the outside, 
and are extremely troublesome, they 
can he 
deterred 
from 
entering 
the 
house by applying with 
a 
brush 
a 
band of sticky tangle-foot, which can 
be purchased in cans, on the outside 
of the foundation of the house. 
As 
long as this is kept sticky no ant can 
get across it. 


A mixture of molasses with abund- 
ance of Paris green is effective in de- 
stroying some ants in the house. 
A 
saturated solution of alum, applied to 
shelves and allowed to dry, appears to 
leave a deposit which is obnoxious to 
ants, and they avoid it. 
One must 
bear in mind, however, that until the 
queen or queens are killed, ants will 
continue to come. 


Familiar resorts are the scattering 
of powdered borax; 
the putting of the 
legs of the refrigerator, or of the tab- 
les holding food, in pans filled with 
water covered with kerosene; and the 
filling of sponges v,rith sweetened wa- 
ter, which attracts the ants, and when 
fill-id with ants, dropping them into 
boiling water. 


A SIMPLE SYSTEM OF TILE DRAINAGE 
FORCING OR RETARDING EARLY PULLETS 


The arrangement of a drainage sys- 
tem has a great deal to do with the 
cost of construction as well as its ef- 
ficiency. 
There 
are 
three 
systems 
which can easily be laid out by farm- 
ers, and the drawings accompanying 
this article show how they are to be 
laid out.

One system (Pig. 1), is that in which 
laterals enter a main tile from the 
sides at an angle. 
If the angle ap- 
proaches closely to a right angle each 
lateral should be given a slight turn 
toward the mouth of the main before 
entering it, in order to make the wa- 
ter entering the main run as nearly 
parallel to the main as possible. 


In a drainage system (Fig, 2),where 
the length of a line of tile exceeds 
800 or 1,000 feet, the size of the tile 
at the lower end should be Increased.

In many instances each line of tile 
is made to empty into an open ditch. 
This saves the expense and work of 
laying the main tile. 
However, 
the 
difficulty of keeping so many open- 
ings free from obstruction is usually 
so great that it pays better to com- 
bine the water from all drains into a 
single main, having but one opening. 


In using this system the lines of 
tile should, of course, run with the 
slope of the land, rather than across 
it. 


The grouping system of 
drainage 
(Fig. 3), is used where the land is ir- 
regular in contour and has depres- 
sions needing drainage with 
higher 
land between not requiring drainage. 
Much land is so situated that a great 
benefit would come to it, with a very 
srnall expenditure, with this system. 


Some of the important benefits of 
drainage may be briefly summarized 
as follows: 
It removes surplus water 
and makes room for more capillary 
water, 
thus 
increasing 
the 
supply 
available to plant-roots. 


It makes 
possible 
the 
storage 
of 
large quantities of moisture 
against 
drought. 


It makes a better 
condition 
for 


mulches, and prevents waste of moist- 
ure by surface evaporation. 


It prevents washing, and holds fer- 
tility in the soil and increases its ca- 
pacity for water. - 


It improves the texture of the soli 
and sets free much plant-food

available. 
Very often tough clay soils may be 
made friable by drainage, and to re- 
spond with Increased crops. 


Produces early soils and large root 
systems, because a water-soaked soil 
Is very slow to become warm In the 
spring, while well drained soil warms 
quickly. 
This insures a vigorous root 
system, consequently better crops. 


Develop the root system by lower- 
ing the water table, because roots can 
not grow below the water table.

Pluw 
a furrow, cutting out ail but abC'Ut o—e 
foot of the row, and then go through j 
and take out the weeds and diseased 
plants in this row. 
Fill the furrow 
with thoroughly rotted manure and 
cultivate the soil back.

taaa 500 tons left. 


Do not give the growing chicks any 
opportunity to roost upon the cross 
studdings. 
If such are used in the 
construction of the house cover them 
with a slanting piece of wood which 
makes it almost impossible for them to 
perch on. The roosts should also not be 
round, as such roosts are apt to cause 
crooked 
breast 
bones. 
Always 
use 
flat roost» about three 
Inches 
wide 
and of Bufflceint capacity to accom- 
modate the number of chicks com- 
fortably, allowing plenty of room for 
them to grow. 


James E. Rice, of the Cornell Uni- 
versity experiment 
station, issued a 
bulletin relative to the possibilities of 
feeding early hatched pullets during 
the summer by retarded 
or 
forced 
feeding. 


By retarding is meant the idea that 
feeding is necessary' during the 
late 
summer to check the early tendency 
of laying, with the hope of getting a 
larger egg yield in the early winter. 


By forced feeding is meant the giv- 
ing of a rich stimulating mash to In- 
duce egg production. 


Concerning the results of his work 
Mr. Rice has certain 
findings 
drawn 
from data which are submitted be- 
low: 


1. 
Forced pullets made 
a 
better 
profit than retarded pullets. 


2. 
Forced pullets ate less food per 
hen at less cost per hen than retard- 
ed pulleta. 


3. 
Forced 
pullets produced 
more 
eggs of a larger size, at less cost per 
dozen than retarded pullets. 


4. 
Forced pullets produced 
more 
eggs during early winter than retard- 
ed pullets. 


5. 
Forced 
pullets 
have 
better 
hatching results of eggs than retard- 
ed pullets. 


6. 
Forced pullets 
made a 
better 
percentage of gain in weight than re- 
tarded pullets. 


7. 
Forced 
pullets 
showed 
less 
broodiness than retarded pullets. 


8. 
Forced pullets had lesa mortal- 
ity than retarded pullets. 


9. 
Forced 
pullets showed 
better 
vigor than retarded pullets. 


10. Forced pullets showed the first 


nature molt earlier than retarded pul- 
lets. 


11. 
Retarded 
pullets gave 
better 
fertility of eggs than forced pullets. 


12.

benefit in ease of death shall go only 
when such death is the direct conse- 
quence of an injury incurred in pei- 
formancc of duty and such injury must 
not have been theives'.ilt of an employe's 
own carelessness or negligence.

but there arc certain precautions which 
should be taken with even the slight- 
est wounds. 


Disease germs may gain an entrance 


to the human system 
through some 


slight puncture, 
cut or abrasion ami 


set up infection. 
As germs arc found 


everywhere ami arc apt. to be on al- 
most everything we touch it is obvious 
that some protection should be given 
an open wound. 


The wound should first be cleaned, 


preferably witli water that has been 
boiled. 
Then an antiseptic should be 


applied. A '2 per cent, solution of car- 
bolic, iu-id or tincture of iodine, applied 
around the edge and directly in the cut 
will safely disinfect small wounds. The 
wound should then be covered with a 
piece of sterile gau7c or linen. 


Especial care should be taken to see 


that the air is kept entirely away from 
the wound for many of the most dan- 
gerous eases of infection arise when 
wounds r.re sealed up so that air does 
not reach them.

tor, making the temperature in its 
Immediate vicinity colder than it is at 
points somewhat distant from it. 
For 


this reason, vegetation within the zone 
of this influence advances more slowly 
In the spring than it does outside of 
that zone. 
The tendency Is for the 


blossoming of peach 
trees 
situated 


within the zone to be delayed until 
after the season of spring frosts is 
past. 


In the fall frosts are delayed in a 


similar manner, except that the large 
body of water, having absorbed much 
heat during the summer, cools off in 
the fall more slowly than the atmos- 
phere, and hence it tends to keep the 
temperature within its zone of Influ- 
ence warmer than it would otherwise 
be.

The best solution of the wire prob- 


lem lies in burying the wires.

large cities, especially In the business 
sections, the 
telephone corporations 


having adopted this system to a much 
greater extent than the electric light 
companies. It is an expensive system. 
however, and those who so strenu- 
ously advocate Its adoption do not al- 
ways consider that In the end It is the 
patrons who have to pay for It. 


Another method of preveptlng wire 


injuries Is the erection of high poles 
to bring the wires over the trees. This 
Is sometimes done, especially where 
the trees are young or of a. species 
that natuarlly grows low. when a very- 
high pole would be sufficient to clear 
them for many years. The cable sys- 
tem may be used for telephone wires, 
anil much Injury to trees prevented. 
Large cables arc rather expensive to 
install, but what Is termed the "ring 
construction" system may be used to 
advantage in many Instances, partic- 
ularly In the suburbs. 
In this way It 


is possible to run a line through ave- 
nues of fine trees in the country dl«- 
triets without necessitating pruning or 
disfiguration.

Wires often accidentally come into 


contact with trees by the displacement 
of poles, particularly on curves.where 
the strain is very great, but much of 
this injury may be prevented by Im- 
bedding the poles In Portland cement. 
it should be pointed out that the ne- 
cessity for guying poles to trees may 
be obviated in this way. 


Better methods of handling this ' 


vexatious question of wires and shade 
trees should be forthcoming In the 
future, and even at present there must 
be a compromise between the tre« 
warden or city forester and the com- 
panies as to the best method of wir- 
ing through tree belts and the amount 
of pruning allowed. 
Conditions at 


present favor the corporations, as they 
are furnishing valuable and necessary 
facilities for business, etc., and In 
towns they obtain their franchises and 
location of poles from the selectmen 
with little difficulty. 
The selectmen 


notify the abuttcrs of any contem- 
plated Installations of poles and wires 
or of changes to occur In the systems, 
and the abuttcrs are given a hearing:. 
However, they usually wake up to 
their duty only after the Installation of 
the lines, when the tree warden must 
assume all responsibility for Injury to 
the trees. He has to choose between 
two courses—prevent the pruning or 
permit It. In either case th» compan- 
ies can erect the poles and Install the 
wires, allowing the wires to burn their 
way through the trees, although this, 
of course, often causes trouble to th« 
corporation as well as to the consum- 
er. In case of injury to trees the war- 
den has access to the courts, but most 
companies aro willing to put up with 
a few moderate lines for the. sake of 
the right of way through a tree helt.

In many instances eaeh line of tile 


is made to empty into an open ditch. 
This saves the expense and work of 
laying the main tile. 
However, the 


difficulty of keeping so many open- 
ings free from obstruction is usually 
so great that It pays better to com- 
bine the water from all drains into a 
single mnln. having but one opening. 


In using this system the lines of 


tile should, of course, run with the 
slope of the land, rather than across 
It. 


The grouping system of drainage 


(Fig. 3). is used where the land is ir- 
regular in contour and has depres- 
sions needing drainage with .higher 
land between not requiring drainage. 
Much land is so situated that a great 
benefit would come to it, with a very 
small expenditure, with this system.

James E. Rice, of the Cornell Uni- 


versity experiment station. Issued a 
bulletin relative to the possibilities of 
feeding early hatched pullets during 
the summer by retarded 
or 
forced

feeding is necessary during the late 
summer to cheek the early tendency 
of laying, with the hope of getting a 
larger egg yield In the early winter.
